The only real excitement 
1 have seen was on the day I landed 
at Hiristol, and that was caused by 
the arrival of a trainload of wounded 
British soldiers back from the front, 
Elsewhere the people have appeared 
as they appear in normal times, ex- 
cept, perhaps, that there is not quite 
the usual bustle of activity in the 

centers, on account of the} 


populous 
fact that trade in some lines is slacker 


than ordinarily Men and women go 
about their business as usual, Their 
faces are quiet, eager, determined. It 
would surely be most disconcerting to 
Kaiser Wilhelm HI. if he could take} 
a peep at these islands just now and} 


kee how very 
been able, so far, to upset the general 
trend of life in Britain. He would be 
furprixed to find the streets full of 
people pursuing their ordinary avo- 
cations with a perfect reliance upon 
the ability of the British navy to keep 


these shores immune from attack.

London Oct. 1.—German _ tales 
tragic episodes of the war were issued 
by the official press bureau last night. 
The stories were taken from a book 
called “Krieg’s Chronik,"’ which was 
seized from aliens entering English 
ports. The book consists, according to 
the bureau, “partly of @ highly un- 
trustworthy chronicle of the war and 
partly of soldiers’ letters from the 


front." 

“As showing the 
enemy, these last have considerable 
value," continues the bureau. “It {s 
not the truth or falsity of the tales 
that matters, but the applause and 
self-congratulation of the writers on 
deeds of gross treachery and cruelty 
claimed to have been done by them- 
selves or comrades.” 

The “narrative of one artillery offi- 
cer on the extermination of a Belgian 
village,” as given out by the bureau, 
follows: 

“The countryside was full of our 
troops, Nevertheless the stupld pea- 
sants mist need shoot at our inen 
when they marched by, from lurking 
places. Day before yesterday morn- 
ing the Prussian troops surrounded a 
village, put the women, children and 
old people aside, and shot all the inen, 
The village was then burned to the 
ground.” 

The story of the shooting of a boy 
scout is given as follows: 

“A traitor has just been shot. He 
was'a little French lad belonging to 
one of the gymnastic societies which 
wear the tri-colored ribbons—a poor 
young fellow who, in his infatuation, 
wanted to be a hero. 

“As the German column was pass- 
ing along a wooden defile he was 
caught and asked whether the French 
were nbout. He refused to give any 
information, Fifty yards farther there 
was fire from the cover of wood, The 
prisoner was asked in French if he 
had known that the enemy was in 
the forest, and he did not deny It. 

“He went with a firm step to a 
telegraph pole and stood against It 
with a green vineyard at his back and 
received the volley of a firing party 
with a proud. smile on his face. In- 
fatuated wretch—it was a pity to see 
such wasted courage.”

That not the least of the reasons for this inhuman war was 


the German bureaucracy’s fear that, failing a triumphant foreign war, 
its days were numbered in any event is a conclusion which all who 
have watched the progress of political events in Europe must have 
long since arrived at. : 
not a German manifestation; it is Prussian, The perpetuation of the 
despotism is not German; it is Prussian, The kaiser himself is not 
German, but Prussian. The elective system which places the agranan 
minority in virtual control is not a German, but a Prussian perpetra- 
tion. The ‘no’ of Von Heydebrand, the “uncrowned king of Prussia 
and leader of the reactionary Prussian agrarians, was sufficient to 
set aside the movement to abolish the three-class voting system by 
which a handful of arrogant Prusians control the destinies of the 
empire. From among these came the war party, the militarist cult, 
insane with  self-superiority, actuated with the madness to attain 
glory through war, obsessed with the superstition that six million 
German automatons, manipulated by Prusian hands, constituted a 
war machine which would roll uninterrupted across the map of the 
world, These wanted war to preserve their clutch. 

\longside this war spirit fostered by the Prussians there has been 
growing up another spirit among the Germans, a spirit of the deepest 
resentment against the brutality, arrogance and blood-thirstiness of 
the war propoganda which dominated and over-mastered the whole 
national life of the empire. This resentment, in the hearts of 4 docile 
people who were so averse to belligerency that they would not even 
fight off their self-appointed overlords, found its expression in the 
astonishing growth of socialism; not so much because they universally 
embraced socialism as because they recognized in the party the 
antithesis of the war spirit. With amazing rapidity this ant-war party 
added to its numbers, until at the last election it showing a voting 
strength of four million who succeeded in placing 110 members in 
the German Reichstag. The peace sentiment in Germany was never 
stronger than at the hour when the bureaucracy against which their 
movement was aimed plunged the world into war, Half the army was 
socialist, ; 

But between protesting against war in time of peace and taking 
up arms against the vested authorities when the nation engages in 
war there is a very large difference. The millions of anti-war 
Germans did not want war. But the war became a fact without their 
consent. They were soldiers by the laws of their country, traitors if 
they refused to go. There was no revolutionary standard around 
which they could suddenly cluster. The war spirit was predominant, 
possessing, over-mastering. The almost universal belief was in a 
quick and easy victory, The kaiser was pictured as the greatest war- 
lord of all time; his legions invincible, the country invulnerable, 

“Vorwaerts,” as the mouthpiece of the anti-war party, expressed 
what must have been the prevailing sentiment with millions of 
Germans when it declared, upon the outbreak of war that though 
opposed to war, war having been precipitated it became a national 
afair, and that all must fight. Quite possibly some pressure was 
exerted; and quite possibly a belief in the invincibleness of the war 
machine was not without influence. However, they went to war, 
every German possessed with the belief in this invincibleness. 

“Now they have seen the war machine fail, They have been 
called upon to observe the fact that the mathematical calculations 
of a war office which omit the human equation cannot be relied upon 
with the certainty of a planetary rotation, They are about to see 
{he great war machine flung back across their borders, a wrecked and 
scrapped contraption, slithery with the gore of thousands and hundreds 
of thousands who marched with automatic stride into the inferno which 
it had created, And they ar eabout to see—must be commencing 
{o see now—that their kaiser who thought himself divine is really the 
supreme egotist of the universe, “the world’s greatest barnstormer, 

That this is the awakening which must come home to the 
German people is surely clear from this distance. That the bureau- 
cracy senses this awakening and realizes the disaster to their cult which 
its completion fore-ordains is clear. “Vorwaerts” has been sup- 
pressed. That this disaster impending is clear, A prince, who might 
have become an emperor, has been shot in the back.

APPRECIATION OF FACTS 

Of $2,465,884,149 of exports which United States sent to the 
markets of the world in 1913, $597,149,059 went to Great Britain 
and $415,449,457 came to Canada, making Great Britain and 
Canada first and second best customers and purchasers of almost 
time United States bought from Britain $295,564,910 and from 
one-half of all that United States had to sell abroad. At the same 
Canada $120,571,180. This was of a total importation of 
$1,813,000,000, so ; 

In population there are estimated to be ten million residents of 
United States who were born in other parts. Of these Germany 
claims 2,500,000, according to the latest census, Austria 1,175,000, 
and Hungary 485,000, making 4,070,000 residents of United States 
whose place of birth is within the countries now at war with Britain. 
But offsetting this there are 1,350,000 of Irish nativity in United 
States, 875,000 English, 260,000 Scottish, 82,000 Welsh and no less 
than one million Canadians, a grand aggregate of 3,567,000 born 
within the empire and now resident of United States. 

These figures, however, are powerless to express the fact that 
the Canadians, the Irish, English, Scotch and Welsh who have gone 
to United States have stepped easily and naturally into citizenship. 
The language of these two nations is the same. Their govern- 
mental systems and laws are in all esential respects similar. Their 
viewpoint upon the broad question of what constitutes national honor 
and international justice is identical. Their literature is interlacing 
and interchangeable and—most important of all—their interpretation 
of history synchronizes to an extent hitherto unapproached by any 
other two distinct nations. They are just completing a century of 
peace, amity and good-will toward each other. 

Combining intelligence, education, homogeneousness and the 
breadth of view acquired by the experience of the same democratic 
freedom under two flags, the British born in United States have 
become probably the most important factor contributing toward the 
amicable relations which exist between Britain and United States 
today. 

‘In their influence upon the national sentiment, the Austrians and 
Huns who have been herded into the iron mines and coal camps of 
the eastern states are no more comparable with an equal number 
of British born than would be the same number of negroes when 
brought in ship-loads from Africa to the southern plantations. The 
Germans, it is true, have become more quickly Americanized than 
those from Austria-Hungary, but the overwhelming percentage of 
Germans in United States are there for the very reason that they 
sought an escape from the militarism and undemocratic institutions 
of Germany. 

The people who imagine that the ravings of Bernstorf, the 
hlithering of Ritter or the eruptions of a scattering of pro-German 
newspapers in United States could move public opinion in that re- 
public to the point where there was any genunie sentiment against 


Britain are simply arriving at conclusions without knowledge or 


eppreciation of the facts.

LIVELY TIMES ON PEACE 
PROMISED NEXT YEAR 


Argonauts Believe Mining and 
Farming Will Attract Great 
Attention Soon, 


That there is in the neighborhood of 
Hudson's Hope, on the Peace river, a 
greater coal field than any which has} 
yet been tapped in the dominion of 
Canada, and that the character of its 
coal is superior to anything which has 


yet been produced in either Crow's 
Nest, southern Alberta, the Yellow- 
head, or the Brazeau, is the broad 


statement made by Henry Stege, fron- 
tiorsman explorer and promoter, who 
is in Edmonton after having spent a 
summer in the vicinity of the new coal 
region, and about the upper waters of 
the Peace beyond the Findlay forks. 

“For lack of transportation, I have 
seen hundreds of tons of the finest 
semi-anthracite in the world thrown| 
over the dump into the Peace river by 
the development crews working in the 
new corl seams just above Huds 


on’s! 


Tlope," saya Mr. Stege, “and when the 
new transcontinental Js built through 
the Peace Canyon these seams will 
produce millions of tons of the best 
coal in Canada,” 

The coal fields, which have been 


located for eight years past, are in the 
hands of a group of Vancouver and 
Kootenay people, principal among 
whom ts George Aylard, owner of ‘the 
Standard mine in the Slocan country, 
now paying $50,000 a month in divi- 
dends, and Neil Gething and Ceorge 
Henderson, mining men of Vancouver, 
Who have large interests in the upper 
Peace river country, Altogether they 
have taken up 72 sections, on which 
development has been carried on upon 
a scale consistent with the fact that 
there is no transportation yet within 
hundreds of miles, but sufficient to 
prove the value of the field beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. 

New Road to Use Peace Pass. 

During the past summer an exten- 
sive examination of the resources cf 
the new field was made on behalf of 
the Athabasca and Hudson Bay rail- 
way, the new company which proposes 
to build from Churehill, on Hudson's 
bay, across the top of the Canadian 
mup to Naas bay, on the British Col- 
umbla coast. As a consequence of this 
examination Charles EF, Law, general 
mannger of the new company, has an- 
nounced that the road will, without 
doubt, use the Peace pass through the 
mountains, quite possibly building 
right down in the canyon near the 
turbulent river, where it pours through 
the narrowest and lowest defile of the 
Rockies, 

Surveyors for the new road have 
been working on the reconnaissance 
all summer, eight parties being in the 
field between the Pacific coast and 
the Athabasca river Already these 
parties have laid out the route which 


will be followed, and other parties, 
making investigations of the re- 
sources, have covered an immense 


area of country as far north as the 
Great Slave lake, their mission being 
to gather data with which to justify 
the investment of the immense capital 
which will be necessary to complete 
the road, 

Among the resources reported by 
these parties, besides the coal at Hud- 
son's Hope and the tremendous agri- 
cultural possibilities of the Peace and 
lower Athabasca, ure immense areas 
in the Findlay River country on the 
British Columbia side of the range, 
promising very lucrative returns for 
the gold dredger and the hydraulic 
miner. Samples of oll have also been 
brought in from the valleys on the 
westorn slope of the Rockies, leading 
to the hope that an oil-producing ter- 
ritory may yet be discovered to the 
north of Giscombe portage. 


New Boats for the River. 
Navigation on the Peace river, 
Which has its terminus at Hudson's 


Hope, received a serious blow when 
the Diamond P. boat, Grenfell, burned 
at the Cut Bank, on the upper Peace 
in the beginning of September, but al- 
ready the company has commenced 
the construction of another boat at 
Peace River Crossing, and the Hud- 
son's Bay company has accomplished 
tho “Impossible” by taking their 
Steamer “Athabasca” down the rapids 
from Athabasca Landing to the Ver- 
milion chutes, where it Is now lying, 
awaiting tho formation of ice at that 
point, on which it can be dragged over 
to the upper waters, navigable for 
hundreds of miles from the chutes up 
to Hudson's Hope 

With the completion of the Edmon- 
ton, Dunvegan and B. C. to a point 
within easy distance of Peace River 
Crossing, as promised for this 
autumn, the argonauts of the upper 
Peace look for some lively develop- 
ments In that country next year, 

Mr. Stege reports that in the coun- 
try through which he travelled com- 
ing to Edmonton he saw everywhere 
crops which were a corroboration of 
all that had been claimed for that 
country by the most optimistic ad- 
vertisers of the last, best west. 

He declares that he believes Hud-|, 
son's Hope has all the resources to 
make it another Edmonton in the mat- 
ter of agriculture, and another Denver 
in the matter of mining. He expects 
to see the springing up of a lively 
town there not later than next year.
